2. Maximum efficiency in person- 
nel and equipment so that a dollar’s 
worth of tax money will return to the 
people a dollar’s worth of services. 

3. Active cooperation with County, 
State and national agencies which are 
seeking to improve conditions of labor, 
housing, business and education. 

4. Cooperation by the Mayor ana 
City Engineer with WPA authorities 
to obtain worthwhile projects in A)- 
bany so that Albany men can work in 
Albany. 

5. Drafting of a new contract with 
Humboldt Hospital to provide ade- 
quate first aid facilities. 

6. Establishment of a municipally 
operated ambulance service. 

7. Extension of the efficiency’ of 
the Police Department through the fo- 
lowing: (a) Use of Junior Police at 
San Pablo and Solano in order to re- 
lease for general duty all policemen, 
making it possible to have three men 
on the shift from 4,to 12 p.m. (b) In- 
clusion of the activities of a police in- 
spector to facilitate recovery of stolen 
goods. (c) Extension of educational 
activities of the Department through 
newspapers, public schools, etc., along 
the lines of law enforcement and crime 
prevention. 

The platform will be revised in ac- 
cordance with the decisions made at the 
various group meetings, Mrs. Webb 
said.
